the  shoot  and  the  shadow  In  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment.  Where  did  they  get  that  habit?  They 
learned  it  from  Christ  Himself.  Who  can 
estimate  the  part  Temptation  played  In  the  disci¬ 
pline  of  Jesus?  Temptation  to  Him  meant 
peril  or  It  meant  nothing.  He  left  his  follow¬ 
ers  In  no  Ignorance  of  the  dangers  along  the 
way.  We  would  not  therefore  be  surprised  to 
find  Christianity  always  accompanied  by  warn¬ 
ings.  The  posslbllty  of  failure  dogged  the 
steps  of  the  disciples,  haunted  the  path  of  the 
Apoeto'es,  and  It  Is  the  ominous  Inheritance  of 
those  who  come  after  them.  "Look  to  your¬ 
selves  that  ye  lose  not  the  things  which  ye 
hare  wrought." 

What  does  that  mean  for  us?  It  means  that 
there  are  no  success  which  we  may  not  spoil. 
It  means  that  there  is  nothing  guaranteed  in  re¬ 
ligion  unconditionally.  It  means  that  we  are 
Christ's  Instruments  only  subordinate  to  a  sov¬ 
ereign  purpose,  and  that  the  divine  cause  will 
set  us  aside  when  we  cease  to  be  effective  for  Its 
use.  It  means  that  the  Christian  life  must  be 
the  most  carerul  life  In  the  world:  that  Christian 
service  Is  the  nest  sensitive  engagement.  It 
means  that  a  church  or  a  denomlnat.on  may  not 
presume  on  any  sacrosanct  security.  It  means 
that  the  Christian  life  is  a  struggle,  a  conflict 
from  which  suspense  is  never  lifted.  It  is  a 
good  fight  right  up  to  the  edge  of  the  tomb  and 
right  up  to  the  gates  or  glory.  It  the  vivid 
emphasis  of  the  apprehensions  of  Paul  concern¬ 
ing  himself  and  the  warnings  of  John  to  the 
churches  were  not  convincing  of  this  truth,  the 
history  of  Christianity  supplies  enough.  Its 
records  are  cluttered  with  the  belated  fragments 
of  a  broken  army,  and  more  than  the  records 
show  beyond  dispute,  the  spiritual  fact  fills  out 
the  truth  of  tragic  Christian  failures.  Ood  is 
going  on,  whether  Judaism  goes  or  not.  That 
is  what  Paul  told  the  Jews,  and  there  they  are 
struggling  along  in  the  rear  of  the  divine  move¬ 
ment  in  the  earth.  What  does  the  Protestant 
Reformation  mean?  It  means  that  God  took  a 
Roman  Catholic  priest  and  tore  him  loose  from 
the  church  and  said  to  them.  ".I  have  found  Me 
a  man.  He  will  find  Me  a  people.  Good-bye; 

I  am  going  on."  He  took  John  Wesley  out  of 
moribund  English  Christianity  and  said.  "I  have 
found  Me  a  man.  My  people  shall  go  on."  He 
took  William  Booth  out  of  a  recalcitrant  Metho- 
Ism  and  said,  "1  have  found  Me  a  man.  I  am 
going  on  with  him,  and  if  you'go  with  us  you 
will  have  to  catch  up  with  the  line."  If  Juda¬ 
ism  had  its  Paul.  Roman  Catholicism  its  Martin 
Luther,  Anglicism  - Its  John  Wesley.  Methodism 
Its  William  Booth,  the  Baptists  are  so  far  fortu¬ 
nate,  bnt  they  can  profit  by  the  examples.  That 
God  rnn*  off  with  ua  Into  tangenta  and  side-lines, 
and  -when  we  palter  and  tarry  with  a  loitering 
banner,  sits  down  and  waita  for  us  to  come  up, 
is  a  very  accommodating  arrangement  which 
never  works.  No,  our  God  is  marching  on.  His 
trumphet  calls  no  retreats,  makes  no  dainty 
music  for  dallying  reviews,  nor  furnishes  spirit¬ 
ual  Jasz  for  our  raucous  pugilisms  which  divert 
the  Christian  army  from  its  one  passion.  We 
can  be  left  behind  and  not  know  it,  and  we,are 
left  behind  whenever  we  lose  the  flghing  edge 
of  that  definite  front  line  aimpllcity  that  is  to¬ 
ward  Christ  and  the  goal  of  His  desire.  The 
slogans  of  the  New  Testament  are  of  victory,  but 
not  more  surely  did  the  slave  in  the  chariot  of 
Scipio  whisper  to  the  conqueror,  "Remember 
you  ere  mortal,"  than  its  attendant  warning  as¬ 
serts  the  peril  (f  defeat  The  great  word  of 
the  Apostles  was  "Fight  the  good  fight  of 
faith."  It  was  a  shouting  faith  but  it  had  to 
be  •  fearful  faith.  “Keep— that  good  thing 
committed  unto  you  by  the  Holy  Ghost" —  keep 
it,  because  you  may  lose  It.  "Strive  to  enter 
id  at  ths  straight  gate,"  for  few  get  in  and  none 
who  do  not  strive.  “Work  out  your  salvation 
with  fear  and  trembling, ”  because  fear  and 
trembling  means  watching  and  praying.  "Except 
ya  repeat,  ye  shall  also  likewise  perish."  Who? 
why,  you,-  preacher — you,  ehurch — you.  people 
ef  Ood.  "How  shall  ws  escape  If  we  neglect

fact."  It  is  something  to  remember  whenever 
we  are  in  our  day  are  correcting  our  movements 
by  the  apostolic  example,  Chrlatlaaity  goes  for¬ 
ward  always  on  a  background  of  achievement. 
There  has  been  an  unconquerable  Chrlstianttay 
In  every  age,  dark  as  tome  ages  seem,  and  the 
line  of  Ita  advance  la  the  base-line  of  deeds 
wrought  for  the  welfare  and  salvation  of  man¬ 
kind.  The  background  of  achievement  which 
pressed  the  Apostles  fearlessly  into  the  fare  of 
history  has  moved  up  the  centuries.  Ths  line  of 
desds  done,  of  things  wrought,  of  sufferings  en¬ 
dured,  of  transformations  affected  by  Jeeuk 
Christ  through  HU  people  has  never  been  brokt- 
cn,  never  pushed  back.  The  front  line  of 
Christianity  ia  always  Us  base-line.  Someone 
has  said  that  every  living  society  must  hold  it¬ 
self  reedy  to  go  berk  to  the  first  created  Urn- 
pulse.  That  is  trua.  but  the  way  to  do  that  la 
to  keep  doing  apoetolio  deeds  In  tke  apostolic 
fashion.  The  spirit  of  victory  cannot  live  with¬ 
out  substance  to  feed  on.  The  New  Testament 
spirit  demands  New  Testament  achievements. 

The  Shadow  of  Failure. 

The  second  arresting  matter  of  the  text  la  the 
shadow  of  failure  indicated  ia  the  words.  "That 
ye  lose  not  the  things  which  ye  have  wrought.'! 
Unless  John  s  reference  to  the  things  wrought  is 
trivial,  the  suggestion  that  they  coaid  be  lost  la 
appalling.  But  it  U  not  anti-climax.  It  is 
the  logic  of  Christian  experience  in  the  New 
Teatament.  1  have  spoken  of  the  apostolic 
mood  of  victory.  Here  U  another  <-bara-  (eris¬ 
tic.  It  U  their  fear  of  defeat.  When  you  hear 
them  say,  "Rejoice,  rejoice,"  yen  may  listen  to 
hear  them  say.  “Watch,  watch!"-  When  you 
hear  their  shoal  of  su cress,  you  may  listen  fen- 
their  whisper  of  passible  failure.  Bids  by  side. 
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wofcX. '  Therefore  we  ought  to  fire  Bore 
eanrtet  heed  to  the  thin*,  which  we  bee*  heart. 

The  Pivot  of  Victory. 

The  concentration  of  the  text  and  lta  moat 
urgent  word  la  lta  exhortation— "Look  to  your- 
aelvee.”  On  lta  human  aMe.  and  that  la  where 
our  reipoaetbtllty  Ilea.  Cbrlat’a  enterprise  waa 
from  the  beginning  pivoted  on  the  Individual. 
Thia  la  another  characteristic  of  New  Testament 
religion.  Ita  aollcltudca  are  intensely  personal. 
The  primary  sympathies  and  anxieties  of  Jesus 
are  not  emphatically  about  the  group.  The  ex¬ 
igency  of  HU  kingdom  U  the  individual  soul. 
The  multitudes  seemed  to  disturb  Christ.  He 
never  got  much  out  of  mere  multitudes. 
The  Implication  of  that  fact  la  proround.  It 
would  suggest  that  the  urgent  individualism  of 
Christianity  la  somewhere  related  to  the  ec¬ 
centricity  of  God’s  revelation  of  Himse’f  In  a 
man. 

The  human  mind  is  not  yet  capable  of  grasp¬ 
ing  the  full  significance  of  the  livarnatlon,  and 
we  are  sUll  only  grasping  at  It,  but  there  is  one 
conclusion  from  tt  the  simplest  mind  cannot 
miss.  It  la  that  a  man  Is  somehow  necessary 
to  God.  and  that  through  a  man  only  His  king¬ 
dom  can  be  esubllshed.  It  is  a  short  step  of 
logic,  then,  to  what  the  New  TesUment  la  always 
Insisting  on.  that  the  propaganda  of  the  gospel 
of  Christ  began  in  the  world  and  was  carried  on 


emotion*,!  the  orchestra  to  play  It  agate.  And 
this  time  she  the  truth  ae  tee  knew  It  ta 

her  own  heart,  aang  H  as  aha  experienced  It  In 
her  own  aoal,  sang  it  with  na  thoaght  of  ap¬ 
plause.  sang  It  so  gloriously  that  all  who  board 
forgot  the  craftsman’s  work  and  wept  oader 
tne  spell  of  the  singer’s  soul.  Again  the  old 
master  approached  her,  not  with  sorrowful  eyas 
but  with  joyous,  t car-filled  eyes,  kissed  ker  on 
the  forehead,  and  said:  "You  do  know,  for  yon 
have  told  me."

“What  shall  It 
profit  a  man  If  he  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose 
his  Ufa/’ 

Of  course  It  Is  a  matter  of  accuracy  in  trans¬ 
lation.  That  Is  to  be  determined  by  the  dictionary 
and  the  connection.  The  dictionary  is  uspposed 
to  give  the  common  meaning  of  words,  and  that 
la  determined  by  the  way  the  word  is  used  In 
other  places.  This  word  is  sometimes  translated 
soul,  but  when  a  nice  distinction  Is  made  It  re¬ 
fers  to  the  present  life.  Thus  Paul  speaks  of  that 
being  first  which  is  natural  and  then  that  which 
Is  spiritual.  The  word  natural  is  the  adjective 
derived  from  the  word  under  discussion  and 
meana  pertaining  to  this  life. 

Bet  the  meaning  In  the  passage  under  dis¬ 
cussion  is  made  plain  by  reading  of  the  whole 
context.  Jesus  Is  telling  the  disciples  that  he  la 
going  to  die  in  Jerusalem,  that  his  life  is  soon 
to  come  to  an  end.  And  when  Peter  rebukes  him, 
he  is  told  that  the  disciples  must  be  prepared 
for  the  same  thing  in  their  own  case:  they  must 
take  up  the  cross  and  follow  him;  that  to  shun 
death  which  comes  to  them  In  the  perofrmance 
of  duty  is  to  miss  the  business  of  living.  It  Is 
to  lose  one's  life.  If  any  one  loses  his  life  for 
Christ’s  sake  he  has  found  it.  he  hat  attained 
Us  real  purpose.  Suppose  a  man  should  mlaa  the 
real  aim  of  living,  mlaa  It  by  avoiding  death, 
nothing  could  compensate  him  for  such  a  loss. 
Though  he  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose  his 
his  life,  waste  It,  miss  Its  real  purpose  what 
shall  it  profit  himT  \ 

He  is  not  talking  about  the  soul,  he  U  talking 
about  the  life.  He  uses  the  same  word  all  the 
way  through.  “He  that  loses  his  life  for  my  sake 
shall  find  It;  for  what  shall  it  profit  a  man  if 
he  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose  his  lifer’  The 
old  version  confuses  things  by  translating  the 
same  word  In  one  verse  “life”  and  in  next 
verse  “soul."  It  means  the  same  in  both  verses. 

These  men  were  In  no  danger  of  losing  their 
souls.  They  were  absolutely  safe  in  the  keep¬ 
ing  of  Christ.  But  they  were  In  danger  of  los¬ 
ing  their  lives.  Many  a  life  Is  lost  where  the  soul 
is  saved,  and  it  is  this  awful  waste  which  Jesus 
is  trying  to  prevent. 


successful  man  in  any  line  Is  the  man  who  can 
see  farthest  and  best  Into  the  future.  Foresight 
Is  about  the  only  sight  worth  having.  The  pres¬ 
ent  Is  of  value  only  aa  It  is  related  to  the  future, 
and  the  man  who  does  not  adjust  the  present 
with  reference  to  the  future  Is  a  misfit  and 
doomed  to  failure. 

Too  many  people  are  living  Just  for  today, 
and  the  future  la  seen  to  find  them  unprepared. 
They  make  no  provision  for  It,  and  they  are  fore¬ 
doomed  to  failure.  Religion  Is  forward-looking 
and  makes  men  forward  looking.  The  best  is 
always  ahead,  and  the  Bible  Is  sprinkled  thick 
wtth'promlses.  and  the  best  merchandise  is  “buy¬ 
ing  up  the  time."  Children  and  people  with  chil¬ 
dren's  minds  do  not  value  the  future  but  men 
of  strength  are  laying  up  In  store  ror  it. 

Akin  to  the  ability  to  see  the  future  is  the 
ability  to  seo  over  a  wide  expanse  of  territory. 
8ome  people  are  narrow,  even  some  who  are 
fond  of  charging  narrowness  against  others. 
They  see  only  what  Is  near  at  hand:  they  cannot 
see  the  interests  of  other  people  and  other  lands. 
They  cannot  see  that  the  Interest  of  one  is  the 
interest  of  all.  and  that  the  Interest  of  all  Is 
the  Interest  of  each.  Things  must  be  seen  In 
their  relations,  and  relations  are  only  seen  by 
those  of  wide  vision.  Paul's  heart  swelled  to  the 
bursting  point  when  he  discovered  the  truth 
which  he  reports  In  Ephesians 
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By  revelation 
he  made  known  to  me  the  mystery,  which  In 
other  ages  was  not  made  known  to  the  sons  of 
inen  as  It  U  now  revealed  to  his  holy  apostles 
and  prophets  by  the  Spirit  that  the  Gentiles  are 
fellowheirs  and  fellow  members  of  the  body  and 
fellow  partakers  of  his  promise  In  Christ  by 
the  gospel.”  This  was  a  vision,  a  new  discovery 
of  relaton;  of  the  wldneas  of  the  gospel  and 
the  rights  of  the  Gentiles.  Paul  did  not  fail 
to  adapt  himself  to  this  new  vision,  for  his  sub¬ 
sequent  life  was  spent  In  the  effort  to  attain 
this  purpose  of  God. 

Another  sense  to  this  word  Is  the  ability  to 
recognize  spiritual  values.  A  common  form  of  it 
ts  to  know  the  difference  between  right  and 
wrong  with  a  strong  preference  for  the  right. 
The  highest  form  of  It  Is  seeing  God.  The  rest 
i  bee  all  the  way  between,  and  yet  from  one  end 
to  the  other  the  vision  or  the  ability  to  discern 
is  one.  This  ability,  this  power  of  vision  raises 
a  man  out  of  the  mass,  out  of  the  things  that 
are  earthly  and  works  his  uplirtlng  and  his  trans¬ 
figuration. 

There  comes  to  mind  now  a  man  whom  we 
knew  in  student  days.  He  was  then  a  mature 
man.  whose  mind  'was  sluggish  and  his  face 
heavy,.  He  was  slow  of  speech  as  he  was  of 
apprehension.  There  was  litt’s  of  promise  In 
his  outlook  and  bis  best  friends  felt  appreheu- 
hensive  about  his  career  as  a  preacher.  He  ap¬ 
plied  and  was  sent  as  a  missionary  In  an  ob¬ 
scure  and  unpromising  field.  But  he  had  the

RIGHTLY  DIVIDING  THE  WORD 

This  is  another  one  of  those  much  abused  pass¬ 
ages  of  scripture,  being  not  only  misunderstood, 
but  actually  misquoted.  At  the  recent  conven¬ 
tion  in  Washington  an-  eminent  and  honored 
brother  gave  the  common  rendering,  "rightly 
dividing  the  word,  giving  to  each  his  portion  in 
due  season,”  and  proceeded  to  apply  (  or  mis  ap¬ 
ply  It)  in  the  usual  way.  There  is  hardly  hope  of 
getting  out  of  some  people  s  heads  the  interpre¬ 
tation  to  which  they  have  so  long  been  accustom¬ 
ed.  but  some  others  may  be  saved. 

It  hardy  need  be  said  that  the  addition,  giving 
to  each  one  his  portion  in  due  season  is  not  in 
the  passage  at  all,  In.  any  version  in  the  world, 
only  the  oral  version  which  people  give  when 
they  misquote  the  book.  That  addition  Is  drag¬ 
ged  from  a  far  distant  part  of  the  Bible  where 
an  entirely  different  subject  is  under  discussion. 
Paul  speaks  of  "rightly  dividing"  the  word 
Jesus  spoke  of  a  steward  whose  business  it  was 
to  give  food  to  each  one.  They  have  no  connec¬ 
tion  of  any  sort  with  each  other. 

In  the  passage  under  consideration  Paul  Is 
exhorting  a  young  preacher  to  hard  work  and 
great  care  in  preaching  the  word.  He  would  have 
him  "earnestly  endeavor  to  show  himself  approv¬ 
ed  unto  God,  a  workman  that  doesn’t  need  to  be 
ashamed."  This  labor  must  not  only  be  diligent 
but  very  conscientious.  Hard  work  is  necessary 
to  be  able  to  minister  the  word  of  God  effective¬ 
ly.  But  great  care  mast  be  exercised  In  seeing 
that  we  adhere  faithfully  and  strictly  to  the 
proper  interpretation  and  application  of  the 
word.  "Rightly  dividing”  Is  not 'splitting  th* 
word  up  into  sections,  making  one  part  applic¬ 
able  in  one  age  and  another  in  another.  Neither 
Is  it  selecting  certain  scriptures  suitable  to  on* 
class  as  against  another,  giving  some  to  th* 
saved  and  some  to  the  unsaved;  nor  some  to  tbs 
young  and  some  to  the  old.  It  la  not  a  graded 
lesson  arrangement;  nor  a  "plan  of  the  ages” 
Piece  of  nonsense.  It  Is  simply  an  exhortation  to 
stick  faithfully  to  the  word  In  interpreting  and 
applying  It  Th*  literal  translation  is  "adhering 
to  a  straight  course  in  the  word  of  God.” 

It  is  a  figure  of  speech,  borrowed  either  from 
running  a  furrow  with  a  plow  or  cutting  cloth 
with  scissors.  Paul  was  a  tent  maker.  The  tent* 
were  commonly  made  of  rough  cloth  of  Cllician 
goats1  hair.  It  took  a  skilled  and  careful  hand 
to  cut  it  straight  so  as  to  fit  It  properly.  This 
may  have  been  what  he  had  in  mind.  Or  It  may 
be  the  figure  of  one  who  is  laying  off  rows 
with  a  plow  for  planting  seed.  He  must  be  a 
steady  plowman  and  exercise  great  car*  in  run¬ 
ning  the  furrow  straight. 

Bo  the  preacher  must  be  a  man  who  is  sure  of 
the  truth  he  preaches,  knowing  that  It  Is  in  en¬ 
tire  conformity  with  th*  goepel  of  Christ.  He 
must  not  be  drawn  aside  to  fanciful  Interpreta¬ 
tions*.  He  must  "shun  profane  and  vain  bab¬ 
blings."  He  Is  not  to  turn  aside  to  the  discussion 
of  popular  topics  and  lads.  He  eannottake  his 
8uadaya  to  discuss  everything  that  th*  govern- 


f  It  is  a  great  disappointment  that  in  some  coua- 
-  ties  the  church-to-church  campaigns  have  had  to 
r  be  called  ofT.  This  is  due  largely  to  conditions 
among  farmers;  and  will  be  a  distinct  loss  which 
I  we  must  make  good  by  other  means  and  in  oth¬ 
er  ways.  It  is  the  Lord’s  work  and  we  accept 
His  will  in  whatever  way  indicated.  He  has 
other  avenues  open  to  him  or  can  make  them. 

The  purpose  of  these  campaigns  was  to  conserve 
what  we  had  secured  in  previous  campaigns,  to 
push  the  work  into  new  territory  and  larger  recog¬ 
nition,  and  to  develop  th*  spiritual  life  and  minis¬ 
try  in  each  local  church.  It  la  the  desire  of  all 
concerned  that  the  pastor  shall  be  strengthened 
In  the  affection  and  support  of  the  people;  and 
that  the  people  shall  And  a  larger  joy  in  service 
and  a  new  Interest  in  the  word  of  God.  It  is  a 
part  of  the  great  revival  campaign. 

Now  that  some  of  the  meetings  are  probably 
cancelled,  how  shall  the  loss  be  made  good?  The 
answer.  It  seems  to  us  is  this:  A  larger  responsi¬ 
bility  falls  on  the  forces  in  each  local  church 
more  heavily  than  before.  In  a  large  sense  this 
Is  a  blessing  rather  than  a  misfortune.  This  is 
where  all  hope  of  real  and  permanent  progress  lies. 
Back  to  the  folks  at  home,  back  to  the  local 
church,  back  to  the  pastor  and  deacons  and  men 
and  women  workers  in  our  churches  now  the  ob¬ 
ligation  goes  to  make  good. 

The  "visiting  brother"  is  eliminated;  out¬ 
side  helper  (or  hinderer)  is  moved;  the  week 
day  service  with  dinner  on  the  ground  in 
slme  places  will  not  materialise,  and,  as  In  the 
story  of  the  farmer  and  the  lark,  we  will  hav*  to 
do  it  ourselves.  No  outsider  will  coma  to  "touch 
up"  tbs  folks  and  show  them  how  to  do  It.  The 
visitors  have  been  a  blessing  In  the  past,  but  the 
turn  comes  sooner  or  later  when  our  own  hands 
must  perform  the  task. 

Brother  pastor,  brush  up  your  mind  and  your 
soul  and  come  berore  th*  people  with  a  live  mes¬ 
sage  on  the  great  denominational  task,  the  mani¬ 
fold  ministry  of  the  churches.  Show  the  people 
that  the  greatest  Joy  is  In  service.  Brother  deacon 
punch  up  the  chunks  in  the  business  hearth  of  the 
church  and  let  s  keep  the  home  fires  burning  and 
send  a  few  sparks  across  the  seas.  See  to  it  that 
there  Is  no  relaxing  and  no  falling  down  In  fully 
meetings  our  churches1  pledges  and  obligations 
for  all  denominational  work.  A  few  live 
speeches  from  home  talent  will  help  the  cause. 

Finally  brethren  see  to  It  that  a  big  club  of  sub¬ 
scriptions  to  the  Baptist  Record  I*  seat  in  from 
your  church  In  spits  of  the  failure  of  the  vlsltlag 
brethren  to  come.  Just  tall  the  folks  that  In  blocks 
of  flv*  they  can  get  the  Record  right  now  for  tl.td 
a  year.  They  don’t  know  about  it  and  will  be  de¬ 
lighted  to  bear  it  Tell  them  to  band  you  the 
money,  that  you  will  send  It  in  promptly  and  w* 
will  send  them  the  equivalent  of  several  visitors 
every  week.

This  publication  shows  that  in  1916  there 
were  1.040,778  marriages;  In  1966,  888.461; 
and  In  1896,  602,542.  It  shows  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  marriages  in  1916  over  1966  of 
802.827  or  24.1  per  cent,  and  an  Increase  in 
1906  over  1896  of  225.909  or  89.2  per  cent.  For 
every  10,000  of  the  population  th*  number  ot 
marriages  in  1916  was  105;  In  1906,  108;  In 
1900,  98;  and  In  I860,  91.  Thu*  It  will  be 
seen  that  there  has  been  a  steady  gain  both  la 
the  actual  number  of  marriages  and  In  th*  num¬ 
ber  In  relation  to  population.

Concerning  the  number  of  divorces  and  per¬ 
centage  of  Increase  for  the  several  years  w* 
quote  some  sentences  from  the  government’s  re¬ 
port: 

"Reports  as  to  the  number  of  divorces  in 
1916  were  received  from  2.886  counties,  out  of 
a  total  of  2.980  counties  or  equivalent  subdivi¬ 
sions  for  which  returns  were  expected.” 

"The  whole  number  of  divorces  reported  by 
the  2,885  counties  for  1916  was  112,686,  as 
compared  with  a  total  of  72.062  for  1966,  with 
reports  lacking  for  4  counties,  and  a  total  of 
42,987  for  1896,  with  reports  lacking  for  27 
counties.  These  figures  show  an  apparent  In¬ 
crease  of  89.974  divorces  In  1916  over  1966,  or 
55.5  per  cent,  as  compared  with  aa  Increase  of 
23,125  divorces  In  1906  over  1896,  or  67.8  per 
cent.  Excluding  the  divorces  reported  for  th* 
counties  for  which  there  were  no  returns  for 
1816.  the  number  of  divorces  for  1906  would  be 
reduced  to  71,161,  a  difference  of  961',  and  for 
1896  to  42,486,  a  difference  of  662;  and  on  the 
basis  of  these  figures  the  Increase  la  1916  over 
1906  would  be  40.985.  or  57.6  per  cent,  and  la 
1906  over  1896,  28.666,  or  67.6  per  cent. 

The  smaller  percentage  of  Increase  1916  over 
1906  as  compared  with  1966  over  1896  to  th* 
one  bright  spot  in  aa  otherwise  very  dark  pio- 
Ittre.  Even  from  this  the  brightness  fades  as 
the  government  report  proceeds,  for.  while  th* 
percentage  of  Increase  to  smaller  the  pereentag* 

In  relation  to  population  is  larger. 

W*  quote  further: 

Th*  percentage  of  increase  la  th*  number  of 
divorce*  granted  In  1916  and  those  granted  in 
1906  is  thus  much  lower  than  that  shown  for 
those  granted  In  1966  as  compared  with  1896, 
but  It  is  much  higher  than  the  percentage  of  in¬ 
crease  la  population  shown  for  the  decade  be¬ 
tween  the  last  two  Federal  census**  taken  |a 
1906  and  1916,  respectively— namely,  21  per 
cent.

ered  by  these  two  Investigations,  there  was  re¬ 
ported  a  grand  total  of  1,271.341  divorces,  dis¬ 
tributed  by  10-year  periods,  at  follows:  1897- 
1906,  593,362  divorcee;  1887-1896.  362,263  di¬ 
vorces:  1877-188$,  206.595  divorces,  and  1867- 
1876,  122,121  divorces.  These  figures  show 
an  Increase  for  1897-1906  over  1887-1896  of 
241,099,  or  68.4  per  oent:  for  1887-1896  over 
1877-1886  an  Increase  of  145.668.  or  70.5  per 
cent:  and  for  1877-1888  over  1867-1878  an  In¬ 
crease  of  84,474,  or  69.2  per  cent.  The  In¬ 
creases  In  population  shown  by  the  three  Fed¬ 
eral  censuses  taken  within  the  40-year  period, 
however,  were  much  lower,  as  follows:  Prom 
1890  to  1900,  20.7  per  cent;  from  1880  to  1890; 
25.5  per  cent:  and  from  1870  to  1880,  30.1  per 
cent. 

‘  The  difference  In  the  percentage  of  Increase 
In  divorces  granted  In  1916  over  1906  aa  com¬ 
pared  with  the  much  higher  percentage  for  those 
granted  in  1906  over  1896  may  be  due  possibly 
to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  divorces  reported 
for  1906  was  proportionally  high,  but  it  may  be 
due  partly  to  partial  or  Incomplete  returns  In 
1916  for  tome  counties. 

‘  The  number  of  divorces  reported  for  1916 
rests  upon  the  returns  received  by  mall  from  the 
county  and  court  clefka  having  custody  of  the 
divorce  records,  to  whom  only  a  small  amount 
of  compensation— generally  10  cents,  although 
sometimes  aa  high  as  25  cents— was  paid.  The 
abnormal  conditions  due  to  the  war  undoubted¬ 
ly  served  to  delay  the  work  of  collecting  the  di¬ 
vorce  schedules,  aa  already  explained,  and  It 
may  have  In  fact  operated  In  some  cases  against 
•  full  report  as  to  the  number  of  divorces  act- 
u»Hy  granted  during  the  year  1916;  but,  In  all 
Probability,  not  so  much  so  as  to  vitiate  the  re¬ 
liability  of  the  report  In  thia  regard.  A  total. 

In  round  numbers,  of  72,000  divorces  was  re¬ 
ported  for  the  year  1906,  and  If  the  rate  of  In¬ 
crease  shown  by  the  former  Investigations  for 
for  each  10-year  period— an  Increase  of  about 
two-thirds— had  prevailed  during  the  10  year* 
to  1916  the  number  of  divorces  for  1916  would 
have  been  120,000,  against  112,036  actually  re¬ 
ported  or,  allowing  2,000  divorces  for  counties 
for  which  no  returns  whatever  were  received, 
114,086  divorces.  This  la  a  deficiency  of  5.- 
**4,  or  nearly  9  per  cent  of  the  number  reported  (

8.  Lax  lawa  upon  the  subject  of  marriage 
and  divorce.  Let  It  be  borne  In  mind  that  with 
marriage  aa  a  religions  rite  th*  state  la  not  con¬ 
cerned,  but  with  marriage  aa  a  moral  mattor 
and  aa  a  matter  ao  vitally  affecting  society  end 
and  public  morality,  the  state  has  all  to  do. 
Hers  as  In  other  things,  matters  which,  In  an 
•  Ideal  society ,  might  be  regarded  aa  entirely  an 
Individual  right,  may  be  regulated,  controlled, 
abridged,  or  abrogated  In  the  Interest  of  society 
a*  a  whole.  Proceeding  upon  this  principle  the 
several  states  have  enacted  laws  concerning 
marriage  and  divorce.  These  lews  present 
great  variety  and  many  of  them  are  foolishly 
absurd. 

The  laxness  of  the  laws  regulating  marriage 
and  granting  divorce.  In  the  mind  of  yonr  com¬ 
mittee,  Is  nnquestlonably  one  of  the  most  fruit¬ 
ful  causes  of  the  prevalent  and  growing  divorce  ’ 
evil.  Each  type  of  law  should  be  simplified  ! 
and  strengthened.  But  we  wish  to  put  em¬ 
phasis  upon  the  need  of  better  laws  regulating  ' 
marriage.  In  thli  as  in  other  matten  we  need 
to  go  to  the  source  of  the  evil.  “An  ounce  of  , 
prevention  Is  worth  a  pound  of  cure.”

Your  committee  is  strongly  inclined  to  th* 
opinion  that  ultimately  the  Coastltation  of  th*

[  and  to  secure  both  the  uniformity  that  la  so 
much  needed  and  tha  safeguards  without  which 
i  marriage  Is  fast  becoming  a  jest.  But  as  w* 
l  h®T®  l®»f»®d  from  experieac*  in  other  matters 
i  amending  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
la  a  difficult  task  requiring  much  time  and  effort. 
Meantime  there  Is  much  that  can  be  done  by 
legislative  enactment  In  th*  several  states 
We  suggeet  the  following  and  recommend 
that  your  committee  be  authorised  to  represent 
the  Convention  In  co-operation  with  other  agen¬ 
do*  to  create  sentiment  and  to  seenre  each  en¬ 
actment*  and  that  the  Convention  by  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  this  report  urge  it*  constituency  to  a  Ilk* 
co-operation: 

1.  The  enactment  of  a  uniform  cede  on  the 
■object  of  marriage  and  divorce  by  the  several 
states,  which  shall  be  carefully  prepared  so  as 
to  safeguard  the  health  and  morals  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  and  the  sanctity  and  permanry  of  the  home. 

2.  That  touching  marriage  this  cod*  should 
prohibit  the  marriage  of  males  under  21  sad 
females  under  1 8  without  the  consent  of  parent* 
or  guardian,  with  n  reasonable  prohibition  aa  to 
age  even  with  parental  consent. 

t.  That  such  code  should  require  not  only 
the  securing  of  a  license  but  also  tin  publish- 
«cg  of  tha  ban*  for  at  least  39  days  before  th* 
rite  can  be  celebrated. 

6.  That  aach  code  should  require  a  physical 
examination  or  each  party  by  a  regularly  au¬ 
thorised  physician,  who  shall  give  certificate  of 
health,  with  the  provision  that  those  afflicted 
with  Infectious  disease  or  other  maladies  dis¬ 
qualifying  them  for  marriage  and  threatening 
tne  health,  bapptneaa  and  uaefulneas  of  off- 
aprlng  shall  be  prohibited  from  marrying. 

5.  That  as  nearly  as  possible  this  cod* 
should  come  to  the  bests  eh  Bible  teaching  con* 
corning  the  ground  of  divorce  .with  the  right  of 
marriage  and  that  In  all  other  rases  when  di¬ 
vorces  be  granted  It  be  without  (he  right  of  re¬ 
marriage. 

We  would  urge  upon  our  pastors  the  solemn 
duty  devolving  npoa  them  to  teach  the  people 
God’s  word  concerning  this  subject  so  that 
whatever  the  civil  code  may  be  or  may  become 
at  least  those  who  fear  Ood  may  walk  In  His 
ordinances  and  commandment*,  and  that  ao  far 
aa  Possible  this  may  be  true  even  of  those  who 
make  no  pretension  of  dleclplesblp.
